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Quick Installation Guide 

Follow these quick steps to install your firewall. 

Before you begin, be sure you have the configuration 
parameters from your ISP handy. 



"J Connect the Firewall 

a. Turn off your computer and Cable or DSL Modem. 

b. Disconnect the Ethernet cable (A) from your computer which 
connects to your Cable or DSL Modem.

Connect the Ethernet cable (A) from your Cable or DSL Modem 
to the F VM3 1 8 firewall's Internet port. 
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d. Connect the Ethernet cable (B) which came with the firewall 
from a Local port on the router to your computer. 
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Turn on the Cable or DSL Modem and wait about 30 
seconds for the lights to stop blinking.

a. Turn on the firewall and wait for the test light to stop blinking 

b. Now, turn on your computer and use a browser like Internet 
Explorer or Netscape to connect to http://192. 168.0.1
